WASHINGTON - The Senate 
F o r e i g n Relations Committee 
Thursday approved the limited 
nuclear test ban treaty by a 16 
to I vote, with Sen. Russell B. 
I/ing, D-La., as the lone dissen­ 
ter.

expected by mid-September. 


The treaty will be called up 
for floor debate beginning Mon­ 
day. Sept. 9, and treaty support­ 
ers are predicting that fewer than 
20 of the Iflft-man Senate w i l l 
vote against ratification. A two- 
thirds majority is required for 
ratification.

Visitors Welcome 


A meeting of some 35 American Automo­ 
bile Association managers from northeastern 
Ohio here this week points up a new poten­ 
tial of E ast Liverpool as a convention site 
and commercial hub. 


Although the city has somewhat limited 
facilities for handling large delegations of 
organizations, E ast Liverpool, nevertheless, 
has easy access, scenic attractions, histoir’ 
interest and other attributes which bear fur­ 
ther development.

It cannot be considered an adequate substi­ 


tute for free collective bargaining, which

•gement differences. 


Binding arbitration became necessary in 


the case of the railroads because job elim­ 


ination is about the thorniest subject labor 


and management can tackle. 


The issues — elimination of 32.000 diesel 
locomotive firemen and regulation of the 
size of train and yard crews — not only 
concern job security but also union sur­ 
vival. For if the recommendations of the

board were accepted, it probably would mean 
eventual death for the Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Firemen.

However, the contract does not 
cover deliveries of bread, milk 
and construction materials. But 
how long could milk lie delivered 
if the dam es run (Hit of kitties 
and containers? How long could 
bread be baked if flour were not 
moved? 
G as and fuel are not included 
in tk* master contract. But if some 
450.(MNI teamsters set up picket 
lines. how long would other trucks 
move? 
There Is also the matter of mul­ 
timillion dollar pension funds. A 
centrally negotiated, uniform na­ 
tional contract would bring with it 
a consolidation of regional and 
local funds — if Hoffa has bis way 
—and he has a way of getting 
his way. 
The Central States Team sters’ 
pensitm fund now under investiga­ 
tion again in Chicago has upwards 
of $240 million There are many 
locals in the group of .100 which 
have individual pension pools of 
$15 million to $20 million. 
I have just talked to pension 
consultants who tell me that a 
Central States Team sters’ pension 


fund 
in 
the over-the-road

cartage field will reach the billion 
dollar mark in a few years. 


THERE US no doubt — and there 
was none among those who “ con­ 
ferred" with him. that Jim Hoffa 
would have all the voting power 
he needs among the trustees of 
such a vast treasury. 
Hoffa becomes agitated when 
asked if he would ever call a na­ 
tional trucking strike under the 
slogan of no contract, no work 
Never, never, he shouts. If we 
take him at his word, it still does 
not diminish the power now be­ 
ing put in the hands of anyone 
in the presidential seat of Ihe 
Teamsters Brotherhood.

piers are frozen by the authori­ 
ties because cargo and freighters 
are piling up. 


A SPOKESMAN for the Amer­ 
ican Trucking Association told me 
at the beginning of Hoffa’s drive 
for a uniform contract that the 
employers would “ never take a 
national contract unless the in­ 
dustry gets an agreement from 
Hoffa on 
a r b itr a te of differ­ 
ences 
But Hoffa wants no arbi­ 
tration He acts as the arbitrator 
himself 
We’re 
just 
not 
going 
along." 
We’ll know soon enough.

March Oik Washington Called Disgrace 


The March on W allington will 
go down in history » . marking a 
day of public disgrace—a step 
backward in the evolution of the

rather than coercion, but which 
on Aug. 28. 1963. permitted itself 
to be portrayed as linable to legi- 
islate ‘ equal rights’*’ for its citi­ 
zens except under the intimidat­

strations. 
The press, television and radio, 
the public forums in halls and 
stadiums—all have bi*en available 
heretofore as mediums through

could be effectively expressed and 
public opinion formud on contro­ 
versial questions. 
But a minority group—led by 
men who drew to their side church 
leaders and groups as well as 
civic organizations—decided that 
a massive publicity stunt would 
be a better way to impress Con­ 
gress and the President with the 
idea that unemployment and ra­ 
cial discrimination can be legis­ 
lated out of existence. 
Government by m ob has on a 
few occasions in the past dark­ 
ened the pages of American his­ 
tory. A. Philip 
Randolph, 
the

frankly characters Bd the march 
as a symbol of “ qevolution.” he 
said: 
“ In our pluralistic democratic 
society, causes must gain accept­ 
ance and approval' and support. 
They can only gain acceptance, 
approval and support if they can 
get attention, and 
in order to 
get 
attention 
— f/ith numerous 
causes seeking the focus of public 
opinion—it s nrceqw ry 
for 
the 
dramatization to he developed of 
a given cause . . .” 


MR. RANDOLPH, however, was 
not content with trying to mobil­ 
ize American public opinion

Press Club on Mci.idav that the

It will serve to bn rig world pres­ 
sure upon the United States of 
America to step i i|i the struggle 
to wipe out race bias, because 
in the cold war—iii the confort 
of the free world with the totali­ 
tarian world—the free world is 
seeking the allianie of the Afro- 
Asian world

world mac win the* alliance of the 
Afro-Asian world, ifhe free world 
must show that we are not univ 
making promises ti. Africa and 
promises to Asia to ihelp them ad­

COULD NOT the merits of the 
civil-rights revolution have been 
presented effectively to American 
audiences without street demon­ 
strations? 
Couldn’t the State Department 
and the Voice of America instead 
have 
d e a l t 
comprehensively 
abroad 
with the story of the 
efforts being 
made 
inside the 
United Slates to deal with the 
civil rights problem? 
Also, would it not have been 
better if the leaders of the march 
had nut by their tactics incurred 
some unfavorable publicity? 
What shall 
be said, 
for 
in­ 
stance, of the Gallup Poll result 
published this week in many news­ 
papers which indicated that 63 
per cent of the American people 
disapproved of 
the 
March 
on 
Washington and thought it un­ 
necessary? 
Last month another Gallup Poll 
revealed that six out of every 
ton Americans believe the mass 
demonstrations by the Negroes 
would hurt their cause. 


The “ right to petition" is a 


fundamental principle of the Con­ 
stitution. but it assumes an order­ 
ly and non-provocative procedure. 
The federal government had to 
go to large expense to police the 
Wednesday demonstration and to 
keep people from crowding into 
the city who might participate in 
disorders. 


To say that the march was 


successful because large • scale 
violence was avoided u to ig­ 
nore the bitterness and resent­ 
ment prevalent on that day in a 
city 
whose normal community 


life was disrupted. 


TENS OF THOUS ANDS of peo­ 


ple remained secluded in their 
homes lest they become injured 
or subjected to unwarranted de­ 
lays in moving to and from their 
residences. 
American 
citizens 
were prevented 
from 
pursuing 
their 
customary 
ways. 
Their 
right to go to their places of em­ 
ployment was impaired bv fear 
of bodily injury. 
Would this have happened if 
the petitioners had relied on the 
process of reason in a voluntary 
society, or was it a sample of 
what happens in backward coun­ 
tries when some force stronger 
than the individual takes over 
and prevents freedom of move­ 
ment? 


Are 
injustices

by 
creating more injustices, and ut 
Ihe cause of civil rights advanced 
by interfering with the civil nghts 
(»f non-participants in the m ass 
demonstrations? 
These are questions which will 
need answering, and the full ef­ 
fect of what may come to be

For what was proved by the 
big demonstration—that in free 
America only the mob can get 
laws passed covering the issue 
of civil rights?

20-Pound Rocket 


“ Junker One” finally has a site 
for launching. 


The 8-foot stainless steel rocket 
built by Fred Crossen, 20. of 807 
St. Clair Ave. and two fellow stu­ 
dents at the Salem School of Tech­ 
nology. is tentatively scheduled 
for flight Oct. 5 at a 2nd Army 
facility near Roanoke, 
Va. 


Crossen, along with Don Man­ 
ning of Salem and Jo e Kaperak 
of near Ravenna, constructed the 
20-pound missile as a senior pro­ 
ject earlier this year, but had 
been unable to obtain a large 
and safe enough site to actually 
blast it into the air. 


The trio, which was graduated 
earlier this month, needed a four­ 
square mile area for the launch 
in order to have a safe margin of 
open land if the rocket drifted 
during its planned 5-miie-h i g h 
Right. 


The youths had sought use of 
land at Lordstown. Ravenna and 
elsewhere without success, b u t 
finally Army authorities at Ft. 
Sill, Oakla., were phoned for per­ 
mission to launch the rocket on 
government property and a sub­ 
sequent letter from the A r m y 
approved the Roanoke site. 


Crossen said a number of oth­ 
er amateur rocket experimenters 
are expected lo hold launchings 
at the Virginia facility the same 
day. 
Manning will be unable to at­ 
tend. but Kaperak, who has since 
moved to Florida, will be on hand 
for the test flight, Crossen said 


He said ha plans to assemble 


some other rockets in e v e n t 
“ Junker One" malfunctions. Cros­ 
sen is also looking for some "o f­ 
ficial observers” for the trip to 
spot the rocket, and p r o v i d e 
their names on the voluminous 
forms required by the Army for 
final action on the test.

D ear Melrose: T here are m any 


of us who live in old, old houses 


with the original unfinished wood 


floors. We use an oil-type polish 
on our dry mops. 


About once a m onth m ost of us 
buy a big bottle of this, pour it 
on the floor and sm ear it. Some- 
tim es too much oil gets in one 
place. 


I learned to take a gallon-sized 
fruit jar, pour about a half-cup 
of oil in this and put my clean 
dry mop down in the pail and let 
it sit a day or two before using 
it. This w ay I get no unsightly 
streaks or too m uch oil in one 
place. 
Recently I discovered 
that 
I 
could pour this oil into a bottle 
with a finger pum p on top. and 
after dam p-m opping 
the 
floors 
thoroughly. I just walk around the 
house and spray the floors lightly 
and then go back over it with 
m y oil mop. 
Most of these old houses have 
wide baseboards, so there isn’t 
much dan g er of getting oil on 
the wall pap er IF you hold the bot­ 
tle low tow ard th e floor.

certainly saves oil, tim e and it’s 
quick and easy.

Climb Continues 
In Sales Of Cars 


Auto sales in Columbiana Coun 
ty are continuing a sharp upward 
trend, compared with 1962, ac 
cording to sales tax data issued 
today at Columbus by S t a t e 
Treasurer John J). Herbert. 
Taxes on car sales in the coun­ 
ty produced 925,883 in the two 
weeks ending Aug. 24, an increase 
of 16.478 over the $19,407 in the 
same period in 1962. Since the 
start of the fiscal year July I, 
car sales have brought in $111,436 
in sales taxes, an increase of 
$18,351 from the $93,105 shown at 
the same time in 1962. 
Sales taxes on other commodi­ 
ties produced $79,606 in the t w o 
weeks ending Aug. 24, down just 
SB from the $79,615 shown in the 
same two weeks of 1962. Since 
the start of the fiscal year, the 
taxes total $249,357, an increase 
of $56,674 from the $192,683 shown 
at the same time last year.

fish is spotted, the osprey closes its wings and with its feet 


aimed toward the target, plunges down. The third bird from 


the left shows the osprey hitting the water with a tremendous 


splash, but notice how his legs, with open claws, are grasping 


at the fish 
The feathers of this bird are overlapping and oily, 


and this keeps him dry So accurate is his aim that he usually 


emerges with the fish in his claws, then he flaps heavily off 


to his roosting place. Ospreys carry their fish head forward, 


one foot in front, one in back. Some say this cuts down wind 


resistance; others, that it keep* a firm er grip on the wriggling 


fish.

Emergency survival kits a r e 
scheduled to be stocked Saturday 
in the last four of 14 East Liv-| 
erpool buildings designated as Ci­ 
vilian Defense radiation and fall­ 
out shelters in the event of atom ­ 
ic attack. 
The supplies will be hauled to 
East Liverpool from county CD 
headquarters at Lisbon to be stor­ 
ed in the former Bus Terminal,! 
Garfield School, the p u m p i n g 
station at the water department, 
plant in Klondyke and Memorial 
Auditorium. 


They include cartons of crack­ 
ers, sanitation kits, water drums 
and medical kits. Radiation coun­ 
ters are stored at CD headquar­ 
ters in City Hall, ready for use 
in each of the shelters in case of 
need. 
Beginning Sept. 15, the local 
CD organization will start courses 
in first aid for persons designat­ 
ed as “ managers” of each of the 
fallout shelters. They also w i l l 
be instructed in use of the radia 
lion counters. 
In two previous installments, 
supplies were hauled to IO other 
fallout shelters. Y E LP Service, 
Inc., will furnish the trucks, as 
in the past. City relief labor will 
be used to loan and unload the 
.supplies. 
The 14 buildings will provide 


shelter for close to 4,000 persons. 
Of the four to be stocked Satur­ 
day, the Bus Terminal and Gar­ 
field School each have a rated 
capacity of 62 persons, the pump­ 
ing station will shelter 78 and the 
MA will care for 50. 


Saturday's shipment will total 
2,202 pounds of food and supplies.

CLEVELAND (AP) - Ray T 
Miller, who has ruled the Demo­ 
cratic Party in Cleveland 
and 
Cuyahoga (>>unty for more than 
a quarter of a century, has re­ 
signed for the fourth time. But 
this time it probably will stick. 


Miller, the 71-year-old county 
chairman who has been Cleveland 
mayor and county prosecutor in 
a 50-year political career, stun 
ned party leaders Thursday night 
by submitting his resignation. 


Twice before when he “ resign-1 
ed.” Miller picked a successor., 
This time he did not The leader 
ship goes temporarily to Vue 
Chairman Dan W. Duffy, long­ 
time associate of Miller. 


Miller made the surprising an 
nmmcement at a routine business 
meeting of the party’s executive 
committee. 
The 200 committee 
members greeted H with cries of 
“ No, no!” 


Motions were passed to table 
the resignation with pleas 
for 
Miller to reconsider.

want 
this 
resignation 
to 
Stand.” Miller said flatly “ That's 
mv decision and it s got to hold.” 
The meeting finally broke up 
with Duffy handling die gavel. 
Miller has been a tremendous 
political force, always delivering 
huge Democratic 
majorities 
in 
state and national elections. He 
has lost some political battles, but 
his organization always remained 
strong. He commanded an un­ 
shakeable loyalty from his lieut­ 
enant* 
Miller had much to do with 
starting President Kennedy on the 
road to the While House. He w a s 
the first big city Democratic chief 
to throw his support to the then 
young U.S. senator from Mass­ 
achusetts as early as 1958 
Kennedy appeared at the county 
Demi>cratic steer roast that sum­ 
mer and again in 1959 Miller told 
Kennedy he had the .support of

dential bid. 


In I960, when Kennedy came 
back to Cleveland to campaign 
for the presidency, Miller made 
sure there was a huge crowd to 
meet him.

Some of Miller’s biggest battles 
were with fellow Democrats — 
Frank J. tausche, Anthony J. 
Celebrezze and Ralph T. I/xher 
when they were Cleveland may­ 
ors, and with former Gov. Michael
